And whereas the President of India has sought the opinion, 
of the Election Commission under article 103(2) of the 
Constitution, with reference to the said question; 

And whereas the Election Commission has given it s opi¬ 
nion (vide Annexure) that the said Shri S, A. Dorai Sebas¬ 
tian has not become subject to the disqualification for being 
a Member of the House of the People under article 102(1) 
(a) of the Constitution by reason of bis appointment as 
Member of the Minorities Commission on the terms and 
conditions applicable to him, as the provisions of section 
3(h) of the Parliament (Prevention of Disqualification) Act, 
1959 are applicable to him; 

Now, therefore, I, Zail Singh, President of India, in exer¬ 
cise of the powers conferred on me under article 103 of the 
Constitution, do hereby decide, in accordance with the opi¬ 
nion of the Election Commission, that the said Shri S. A. 
Dorai Sebastian has not become subject to the disqualifica¬ 
tion mentioned in article 102(J)(a) of the Constitution for 
being a member of the House of the People.

In re :■—Alleged disqualification of Shri S, A. Dorai Sebas¬ 
tian a sitting member of the House of the People. 

OPINION 

This reference under article 103 of the Constitution seeks 
the opinion of the Commission on the question raised before- 
the President as to whether Shri S, A. Dorai Sebastian a 
sitting member of the Lok Sabha, has become subject to the 
disqualification mentioned in article I02(l)(a) of the Con¬ 
stitution by virtue of his being a member of the Minorities 
Commission. 
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2. Tflc qucalioj oeloru the President aiose as a result of 
tne petition picwsiiluti to the President on 2y-ct February, 
1982 by Suri i\. oauiya, Advocate, Delhi High Couit. 

3. Tim main contentions raised in the petition before the 
pio'id»nt aie briehs as under 

Shri S. A. Doiut pebuiiian, a candidate set up by Indian 
.National Congress (i i, and elected to Lok Saoiia Irum 
K.rrnr 1 «iian.,eiuuiy coos potency in 1980, was appointed as 
meud'er of the iviiaonucs Commission tor a period o, one 
year white he was holding the membership <yi the Lok eabtia. 
He has as ranged witn she ue rei iiment that he will forego 
nis saiar> as a Member of Lie Lok Sabha which is Ks. 1,000 
and b steed of that accept the salary of a Member of the 
CcnimissiO'i which is Ks. 3,0ti0 pei month. Shii Sebastian 
Laving joined a stipendiary post and receiving a salary in 
respect of tita, pesi trs become a hinder of an oi!ice or 
profit which attract the provi-ions of article 102 of the 
Constitution. The Chairman and Members o£ the Minori¬ 
ties Comrnicsion are en Iliad t 0 draw theii saiari.s a.;d 
perquisites and do in fact draw them. 

The Parliament (Prevention of Disqualification) Act, 1959, 
docs not provide any immunity to the -members of the 
Minority Commission as the Minorities Commission is not a 
temporary body but a standing body an.) it is no; a Cora- 
ir.u.rt; but a Conrrtib ion falling outside the scope of section 
3(h) of that Act. 

4. The petitioner has also levelled certain allegations 

agai Mt the peisotwi character and conduct of the said mem¬ 
ber of the Lok Sabha, his political affiliation, etc. Ther- are 
implied allegations against the Piime Minister to whoso 
party the elected member belongs. These allegations are 
quit; irrelevant for the dctei munition of the question under 
aitkle 'li)3 of the Conditution.

and character of an elected representative. The fact that 
lahr the* petitioner hied an application before the Election 
CorOTisdon for the withdrawal cf the case would seem to 
•nr"* that the allegations in his petition were made in a 
J'pht-hc-.rfr-d manner ard without anv great sense of 
r-s-omtihiiily. 

5. Tlie Commit ion issued notices calling upon the. peti¬ 
tioner to file a duly sworn affidavit in -.upport of the 
allegations made m his petition. But the petitioner did not 
respond to those notices and did not file any affidavit. 

6. In the written statement filed by Shri Dorai, Sebastian, 
the allegations in the petition have been refuted. The sub¬ 
missions made by Shii Sebastian aie as follows :— 

He assumed office as member in the - Minorities Commis¬ 
sion with effect from 24th November, 1981. tihe Minorities 
Commission is a non-stalittory body entrusted with functions 
like fact finding and to advise State pr Central Governments. 
The Commission has absolutely no executive or monetary 
powers . The Commission now consists of a Chairman and 
four members. The orders of the Ministry of Home Affairs 
appointing him as member of the Minorities Commission do, 
not provide for any emoluments as alleged in the petition. 
On the other hand, the terms of appointment as contained 
in the order dated 8th January, 1982 clearlv sav that he is 
entitled only to the payment of TA and DA and not any 
salary. He is neither to draw anv salary nor has he actually 
drawn any salafy. A certificate to this effect issued by the 
Administrative Officer of the Minorities Commission has 
also been appended to the written statement. He has drawn 
only compensatory allowance in the name of daily allowance 
at the same rate of Rs. 51/- per day as would be admissible 
to a Member of Parliament and that too only for such days 
as he had to work in the Minorities Commission. For all 
those days, he has not drawn any daily allowance as an M. 
P The order of the Gove'nment c’early stipulates that he 
is entitled to onlv compensatory allowance. Therefore, he 
h entitled to the immunity provided under the Parliament 
(Prevention of *V ■ ' -t, 1 959. Under the,standing 

orders of the ' ' ' ■ . . 1 1 ■ (Department of Expendi¬ 

ture) O.M. No. K Pt2ot-Hiv /'59 dated 5th Sertember, 
19*0. he is entitled onlv to the grant of travelling allowance 
and daily allowance. 

7. ' Thtjuvh the petitioner did not file .any affidavit in stm- 
rri of the allegations, the Commission decided to hear the

ing. fine H etiuoncr was also given a copy Oi. uic written 
statement o± beuuatian Vvuh ail enclosings thereto calling 
upon him to me ins rcjoiiider statement dmy supported by 
ad ick-vum nocuirie-u-i «na a gicpeiiy sworn alBuuvii. Again 
this duoeiioh was not couipnej with oy trie petitioner. 

8. At the hearing on the 9th August, 1982, the petitioner 
was represented by Shii P. N. Duda, Advocate. On that day 
ine commission trained uie lodowma two issues in the 

DiatlCi «—— 

(1) Whether section 3(i) of the Parliament (Pievention 
bf Disquaiinca non) Act, J959 is ultra vires oi the 
Constitution ; and 

(2) Whether Slni Sebastian has incurred any disqualifi¬ 
cation by holding an office of profit by virtue of his 
accopnng Uie post of a M;n;ber of the Minorities 
Ccmniissio.s. 

9. At the close of the hearing, Shri Duda submitted that 
having regard to trie various iactois he would consider the 
withdiawal of me petition if the Commission granted per¬ 
mission in that regard. He was asked to me a formal appli¬ 
cation for conrideiation of the Comruisskm. 

10. A petition dated the 13th August, 1982 signed by the 
petitioner, Sfiri N. Saiaya, and by l)i s advocate, Shri P. N, 
Duda was sein to the Commission injwhjgh if wds staieilTliat 
^ he original petition a as filed nieifriv bn the assumption that 
Snri < Seba&^*t^v- t 4i*^i7fg^a salary at par with the other 
toeffitfers 0 f the Commission and it was based on the stand 
teat tne appointment w a; not protected by section 3(h) of 
the Parliament (Prevention of Disqualification) Act 1959. 
In that application, it was further mentioned that since the writ¬ 
ten statement filed by the elected member revealed that he was 
not drawing any remuneration other than daily allowance as 
defined under the Act and that his tenure as a member of 
the Commission was protected from challenge under section 
-Li) of that Act. the petitioner would not pursue the matter, 
but withdraw the same as th: ground mentioned by hijn were 
based cn misappreciaiion of facts. 

11. A notice was seat to both *he parties'for the hearing- 
on the 14th September, I‘.'82. In that notice, the Commis¬ 
sion indicated that the application for withdrawal would be 
taken up by the CommLsion and that in case the Commis¬ 
sion decided to bear the parties on the merits of the case, 
they should be prepared to make their submissions in that 
regard. Accordingly, a hearing was held on the 14th Sep¬ 
tember, 1982. Neither the petitioner nor his advocate Shri 
P. N. Duda were present. It was unfortunate that the Com¬ 
mission did not get the assistance of the petitioner in regard 
to the determination of the two issues framed in the matter. 

12. Shri M. C. Bhandari, Senior Advocate, Supreme Court, 
appearing on behalf of Shri Sebastian, urged that Shri Sebas¬ 
tian was not disqualified as a member of the Lok Sabha as 
his case was covered under section 3(h) of the Parliament 
(Prevention of Disqualification) Act, 1959. According to him, 
the Minorities Commission ha« been set up for the purpose 
of advising the Government in respect of matters of public 
importance and for the purpose of making an enquiry into 
such matters. According to the definition, the Minorities 
Commission is a Commission, under section 2(b) and (c) of 
that Act. If the holder of an office is not entitled to any 
remuneration other than compensatory allowance within the 
meaning of that Act, the office would not disqualify the 
bolder as envisaged in section 3 of that Act. The Ministry 
of Finance Memorandum No F. 6(26)-E.TV/59, dated 5th 
September, 1960 regulates the navment of travelling allow¬ 
ance and daily allowance to Members of Parliament when 
appointed to Committees, Commissions, Boards of enquiry, 
etc. set un bv the Government of India. Reiving upon these 
factors. Shri M. C. Bbandari urged that Shri Sebastian was 
immune from anv disqualification fo T being a member of the 
■T ok Sabha as envisaged in the Parliament (Prevention of 
Disqualification) Act. 1959 even though he is holding the 
office of a member of the Minorities Commission. 

13. Before examining the case on merits, the issue whe¬ 
ther a petitioner who has filed a petition before the Presi¬ 
dent raising a question of disqualification of a member under 
article 103 can withdraw the petition before the Commission 
is to be determined. 
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14. The petition has been tiled before the Pieudent and 

the President ha* jeteued the matter to the Commission. 

The matter raised is one of the public importance. The 

whole object of democratic elections is to constitute legisla¬ 
tive chambers by members who are entitled to that status 

and if any member foifeits that status by reason ot subse¬ 

quent disqualification, it 13 in the interest of Uxc constituency 
which such a member represents that the matter should be 
brought to the notice of the President and decided by him 
in accordance of the mo visions of article 103 of the Con¬ 
stitution. No person who liaj incurred any of the disquali¬ 
fications specified by. article 102(1) should bo allowed to 
continue to lie a member of ttr legislative bodv. Plaving 
regard to these piiuciples enunciated by the Supreme Court 
in Biindaban Naik v. Election Commission of India (AIR 
1965-SC-1896, the Commission has no hesitation in coming 
to the conclusion that once a petition has been filed before 
the President and the President has referred the matter to 
the Commission, it is obligatory on the part of the Commis¬ 
sion to enquire into the matter and tender its Opinion ines- 
poctivc of whether the person who presented the petition 
assists the Commission or not. The Commission will there¬ 
fore, have to go into the question on the records available 
and tender Its opinion. The question of withdrawal of the 
petition before the Commission does not therefore a roc 

15. The first issue that is, whether section 3(i) of the 
Parliament (Prevention of Dbqualification) Act. 1959 is ultra 
vires the Constitution or not, has been framed at the Thstanco 
ol Shri V. N- CHida, Advocate for the petitioner. In view 
of the absence cl Sferi D'jda, at the hearing on the 14i 
September, 1982, the Commission ±i- P.Ct haV“ the benefit 
of the contentions of Shri Duda in support of his plea that 
section 3(i) was ultra vires. In any event, the Commission'.' 
cannot go into the question of vires of the provisions of 
any Parliamentary law in the present proceedings. The 
Commission is required to apply the law as it stands and 
only examine whether a particular piovision of law is appli¬ 
cable to a given case under article 103 of the Constitution 
or not. The Parliament (Prevention of Disqualification) 
Act, 1959 has been on the Statute Book for more than two 
decade* now. It ha* been applied to a number of cases 
both bv the highest .courts i e. the Supreme Court and the 
High Courts and also by (he Commission. It is not there¬ 
fore open to any litigent before the Commission to challenge 
its vires. Accordingly, it must be held that the Commission 
should proceed on the basis of the provisions of the Parlia¬ 
ment (Prevention of Disqualification) Act, 1959 being intra 
vires the Constitution. The issue is found accordingly. 

16. The only question that is left for determination is 
whether by holding the office o: a member of the Minorities 
Commission, Shri Sebastian is holding an office of profit 
under the Government of India and has therefore become 
subject to the disqualification under article 102(1) (a) of 
the Constitution. Shri Sebastian ha 9 categorically stated in 
his written statement that he js not drawing any salary or 
remuneration as member of the Minorities Commission. There 
Is nothing in the records produced in the case to show that 
he is entitled to nnv remuneration other than the payment 
of travelling and daily allowance, at the same rate of Rs. 
51 /- per day which a member of Parliament is entitled to, 
under the standing instruction* of the Government The 
Ministry of Finance Office Memorandum which lavs down 
detailed instruction,* for P>e payment of travelling and daily 
allowance to a Member of Parliament appointed to a 
Committee Commission', etc. was issued in 1960, These ord*r* 
in the form of supplementary rules to Fundamental Rule*, 
arc being issued from time to lime in exercbe of the'powers 
conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution. 
These are general orders applicable to all members of 
Parliament regulating the pavment of travelling allowance 
dailv allowance and other allowances to them when ap¬ 
pointed to Committees, Commissions, etc. Til- terms 
of appointment of Shri Douri Sebastian as a Member of 
tbe Minorities Commission a* contained in the Ministry of 
Home Affairs order dated 8th January 1982 specifically lay 
down that the pavment of travrllinx allowance, dailv allow¬ 
ance and other allowances to Shri Dorni Sebastian. Member 
Of Parliament, in connection with his duties as a member of 
the Minorities Commission would be regulated under part 
(B) of the Minbtrv of Wnmce (Department of Expenditure) 
OVt No F 6(26)-F TV/59 dated 5th "September. I960, a* 
imdated on 28th Febnmrv. 1978. The«e .erders permit n 
Member of Parliament appointed to a Committee. Commis¬ 


sion etc. the drawal of only the daily allowance of Rs. 51/- 
per day as referred to above. 

17. Section 3(h) of the parliament (Prevention of Disquali¬ 
fication) Act, 1959 state® that if the holder ot an office of 
Chapman or igicmoci ol a Committee twfitiner consisting 
ot one or more members) set up temporarily for the purpose 
of advising the Government or any other authority m ins¬ 
pect 01 any matter ot public uupoitance or tor tne pin pose 
of making an enquiry into, or collecting statistics in respect 
of any such matter is not entitled to any remuneration other 
than compensatory allowance, then such holder is Dot dis¬ 
qualified for being chosen as, o r for being a Member of 
Parliament. Section 2 of that Act contains the definitions 
of (1) “Compensatory Allowance'’, (2) “Statutory Body”, 
(3) “Non-Statutory Body” which are relevant for the pur¬ 
pose of the present case. Under the definition. Compensa¬ 
tory allowance would mean any sum of money payable to 
the holder of an office by wtjy ot daily allowance [such 
allowance not exceeding the amount of daily allowance to 
which a member of Parliament i s entitled under the Salaries 
and Allowances of Members of Parliament Act, 1954 (30 of 
1954)], conveyance allowance, house rent allowance or tra¬ 
velling allowance for the purpose of enabling him 10 recoup 
any expenditure incuircd by him in perform mg the functions 
of that office. The Salaries and Allowances of Parliament 
Act, 1954 allows the payment of Rs. 51/- as daily allowaace 
to a Member of Parliament vide section 3 of that Act. If 
Shri Sebastian i® entitled only to Rs, 51/- as daily allowance 
for tho days he is attending the duty a s a Member of the 
Minorities Commission, and not entitled to any other remu¬ 
neration, his case would be covered under the above men¬ 
tioned exemption clause of the Parliament (Prevention of 
Disqualification) Act, 1959. As already stated in hi* written 
statement on oath, Shri Sebastian has categorically stated 
ftst he is entitled only to tho daily allowance at the rate of. 
Rs. 51 fr per day and has not been paid any salary 
veiling alidfflhnc© so far. He has also state<J i^'T on the 
days ne has drawC th$. daily allowan-e .pf'k® /si/- per day 
from the Minorities Commission he ha® not drawn any daily 
allowance from the Parliament. In support of this state¬ 
ment, he ha® filed a certificate from the Minorities Commis¬ 
sion to the effect that he is not entitled to nnv remunera¬ 
tion from the Commusion other than compensatory allow¬ 
ance in connection with h's duties and that ho has not drawn 
any remuneration. As against this statement, there i s nothing 
on the record to show that the Member has been paid any 
remuneration which would take his ease outside the ambit 
of the exemption clause in the Parliament (Prevention of 
Disqualification Act, 1959. In fact, along with the copy of 
the written statement, the copies of all the paper* on 
which the elecred member relied were forwarded to the 
petitioner. The petitioner did not even file anv supporting 
document or affidavit In support of the various allegations 
and submissions made m his petition. On the other hand, 
in his withdrawal application, he has admitted that the 
ground® mentioned bv nim in his petition were based on 
misapprcciation of facts and the petitioner was unaware of 
the fact that *V elected nvmb'-r was not drawing anv re¬ 
muneration other than his dailv allowance as defined in the 
Parliament (Prevention of Disqualification > Act 1959. 

18. In the above circumstances, the Commission is of the 
view that by holding the office of Member of Minorities 
Commission on the terms and conditions applicable to him, 
Shri Dora! Sebastian is not disqualified for being a member 
of Lok Sabha as the provision* of section 3(h) of the Parlia¬ 
ment (Prevention of Disqualification) Act, 1959 are appli¬ 
cable to him. The issue is found in the negative. Therefore, 
I am of the opinion and accordingly hold that Shri Domi 
Sebastian has not attracted the di*mia)ificafron under Article 
102ft)fa) of the Constitution by reason of his appointment 
as Member ot the Minorities Commission cn the terms and 
conditions mentioned above. 

19 I hereby tender mv om'nion to the above effect to the 
President under article 10312) of the Constitution.
